| ‘New Yorx, April 18 —Ex-Mayor William C. 
Wickham, who is nowa broker in Wail street, and 
the head of the house of Wickham & H*istead, one 
of the most popularegencies of the large class of 
citizens who speculate on margins, telked to me 
the other day of the phenomena. dullness of stock, 
and withont discussing the cause he mentioned, 
as illustrating the condition of the market that his 
own, among many other concerns, in Wall street, 
were not making their office ex: 
penser. F very where one Can hear 
ot the reduction of expenses consequent on the 
stagnation of speculation. I encountered at lunch 
one day lest week four young meu who had just 
been discharged by a single house which had con- 
cluded to dissolve. The firstof May, which is at 
once the beginning of the fiscal year and the clear: 
ing day for all New York will witness many re 
movals to cheaper offices, a general reduction of 
office rents, the wholssale discharge of unnecersary 
help, aud an unusual number of dissolutions of 
copartnerships and retirements from the business 
of brokerage. Seats in the stock exchange have 
not been as cheap as they arenow for many years 
past, por vacancies 8&5 numerous, The 
chief underlaying trouble is explained to be that 
men have ceased to be speculators and have turned 
investo1s8. 

“The street’’ no longer offers the attraction of 
quick and excessive fluctuations, which is the 
charm for the purely speculative element of those 
who would be suddenly rich. The number of safe 
investments offered has so enormously increased of 
late years that the solid people with a few thous. 
ands to lay away put their money and themselves 
beyond temptation by investing in governments or 
surely dividend paying insurance, railway or tele- 
graphic steck, which speculative manipulation 
never seriously affects. The ‘‘Money Kings’’ of the 
country have concentrated in Wall sireet as 
the financial center of the union, and 
have combived, not by any preconeerted plan, but 
by an unwritten compact dictated by mutual inter- 
esis, to maintain the values of the investmentsip 
which they have embarked. These are so many 
and so large that totustein them is to sustain all 
securities which are not absolutely worthless. It 
is chiefly owing, you willbe told. tothe conserva~- 
(ism of capital that speculation has declined and 
isstaguant. While Vanderbilt, Gould, Milis, Sege, 
Ficid, Mackay, Huntington, Fiowers Porter and 
others among the bulls are held responsibie for the 
infi.tion of the stocks which they holé@, they are 
credited at the same time by the theorists 
who are of this way of thinkirg with 
the prevention of the fpeculativn which 
the bears like Cammach, Heath, Osborne, Woeis 
hoffee, e'c., Would inflict on the market for the 
benefit only of the brokers. 

Ia this view of the situation the retiremant of 

Yharies J. Osboriie, from Wall 8 reet, has. more 
than significance. He isa represenia'‘ive bear, his 
house hes fur matiy years had the pick of the bear 
speculative cus«m; heavy gamblers on margin 
sought hisadvice and followed his piay. He re- 
tires, not because be has money euough or because 
grown old, but simply because there is little 
money end less excitement in speculation. re 
docs nol seek repose, he merely desires to escage 
dullness which to aman of his active temper- 
ament is uext to death. He will come 
back to ‘ the street’’ sume duy; they ali do in time, 
but it will rot be until the flames of speculation 
flare fitfuily and uccertainly again. 

‘Charlie: '’ O.borue—cverybody calls him so—isa 
curious combiaation of the bon vivant and shrewd 
man of business. You cannot offer him too much 
good wire afier business hours, but you cauro: in 
duce him to touch a drop, no matter how superior, 
while the cxchaigeis open. He is jovial, kindiy 
eud liberal at the tabie, and in the sccial circle of 
®1 evening. but at his office or in the exchange 
during business bours he is cold, serious, close and 
caicuiatit g, trusting few and fuspicious of mos! 
mea. Heis his own counterpart and changes his 
nature with the natureof bis business. When he 
war Jay Gould's broker Gould wae chiefly a bear, 
s-cking to be rich onthe false principle that pros- 
perity must be built onthe ruins of others; now 
that Gouldisrich anda confirmed bull, he and 
Osborne have psried company, the jatter remain- 
ing a bear by instiuct rether than reason. Bui at 
the same time Osborne's business asa speculator's 
broker has lef! him and he retires, woieGould is 
getting deeper aud deeper iuto business as an in 
vestor, po.a speculator, andassuch remains the 
most powerful in fiuence on the ‘‘street.’’ 

JAY GOULD. 

I have known Jay Gould for fifteen years past 

and have ““e his remarkable career

with great interest, scme admiration 
and not a little ame zement. Nothing 
in itis quite so remarkable as his development in 
the last few years as an invesior, and it is a pecu- 
liar feature of his career not generally regarded or 
appreciated. lt is anew character in which the 
public which bad come te regard end distrust aid 
curse bim isnot fully prepared to eccept him, 
Every body is so accustomed to look upen him ar a 
speculator that ihe whole city ssemed astonished 
receatiy, when it became necessary for him to 
enstain a falling market by a display of bis s‘ock,to 
fiad thathe had built a vault for his valuable« in 
Broad way, as well as aN Mausoleum 
for his body in Weechester. Tia’ 
he should be quietly clipp'ng coupons 
when everybody else was putting up marinus 
seemed to grieve as well as astonish the bears who 
lately bammered Villiard and Northern Pacifes 
out ofallshape. “He is 80 much of asp culator," 
wrote Collis P, Huntington, a former fiend, that 
4 is diMicult to tell just where his interest is." It 
is the popular idea of the man, and you can hear 
him damned at any hour of any day by persons 
who attribute their losszs to fancied manipulations 
of bis. 

The chief characteristic of Jay Gould is bis per- 
sistency. I: is expressed in his face, he is hard, 
firm an‘ almost immovable of countenance; h's 
eyes never betray his emotions, if he has any; 
and they are not the windows of bis soul (if he 
bas any) Persistency is expressed in his 

very sciiou, his manner and his lauguaga. 
He begios by assuming that you are of his way of 
thinking, and that you will uuhesitmtingly adopt 
and carryout his plass. The same qualification 
is observed in almost every 1 cident of his cascer. 
_ Metelis that be once falwred by the wayside sud 
_ Seagbt streegth ia prayer. “Ke was evicently :e- 
 Heewhed and streoginened by praying “sxid one 

who imagived himself a victia of Gould," be-~ 


@ause he bas been preying ever since.”” His man.

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ner. cold and formal, his epeech precise and cau- 
tious, his habiteexact and regular. bis resolutions 
firm and unchangeable. in short, all his visible 
characteristics convey the idea that be is of al 
things doggedly persistent. His struggles in early 
life bear Witness to its possession from birth, his 
entire domination of Erie in tn the time of its 
greatest trouvles, his gradual accumulation of tel- 
egraphic and railroad properties io which it was 
believed he wasonly speculating ail confirm the 
idea that persistency ish's most prominent trait. 
Daring sometimes, but patience is always displayed. 

The popular conception of Gould as & bold and 
reckless speculator seems to have largely grown cut 
of his early operations when associated with James 
Fisk. The antica of that grotesque figure in finance 
were largely placed to Gould’s diseredit. Fisk was 
regarded at the time as the mask that Gould wore; 
the clown whom the magician employed to distract 
attention from himse!{ while preparing his tricks. 
On “Black Friday’’ of 1269 ic was Fisk not Gould 
who lost bis head and drove his brokers into in- 
sanity. That was on Gould's part less a specula- 
tion in gold than a heavy iavestmect in grain. He 
was trying to force Europe to take its balances in 
the grain of our fields rather than in the gold of 
our mimes; and if control of prices had 
not been lost the movement would have been re- 
garded as a commendable one, and Grant and all 
the ethers who were abured ag Gould end Fisk's 
allies would have been praised, It is not. | think, 
generally knewu that Fisk’s erratic course in the 
“Black Friday’’ panic undermined Gould’s coufi- 
dence in his discretion. His laisson with Miss 
Mansfield and the publicity im that connection 
which Fisk courted, increased his dis:rust; and 
Gou!d repudiated and parted with him some time 
before Fisk was shot by Edward Sstckcs. Roaming 
about the Erie offices,in the Grand opera house, on 
the night when Gould was deposed frem the con- 
trol of Erie, I found printed copies of acircular 
letter directed to all employes of the road, order- 
ing them no longer to recognize Fisk's authority as 
vice president and treasurcr, Ii was dated several 
weeks before Fisk’s death. 

To compromise the Erie suits against him Gould 

made restitution of nine millions of dollars in 
bonds and lands; it was consicered one of the 
biggest transac'ions ‘the street”’ had ever heard of: 
and itis said that Gould largely recouped his loss 
by bulling various stocks affected by the Erie set- 
tlement. The Atlantic and Pacific telegraph com. 
pany was an inves‘ment rather than a speculation ; 
it does not disprove this fact nor detract from the 
interest in itto know that he went into the enter. 
prise invelving several miliions' risk io aid his 
friend General Thomas T. Eckert, and only discon- 
tinued it and consented to its consoiidation with 
Western Union whe. that friend was made one of 
the managers of the lattercompauy. When he was 
reported speculating in Union Paeific stock he was 
accumulating the bonds of that great thoroughfare 

A friend who visited Gould’s vaultsin the Equite- 
bie building was shown $20 OO 000 
of Wes'ern Union, and counted §10 6@0 (00 
of Missouri Pecific bonds.-He did not stop io count 
further, but rushed offto his Wall street friends 
will the arStirence tbat Geuld wes Lota bearin 
his own stocks. Taken iutothe bkievated railway 
munaegemeut orteinaily to arbifrate between con- 
tendiug Gircc ors h2 s2ems to have quickly accum 

mula ed acorutroiling interest in these rouds, still 
hoidsit, and today a dccision of the supreme 
court relieves him of charges of fraudin arbitration 
and accummitlation. 

It is very Common to hear those who have £u ffered 
ou “ihe street’’ attribute their misfortunes to 
Gould individually, and he has been assailed and 
threatened repeatedly. Joaquin Miller, for one, 
biames Gould for misieading him 
into buying Wabash on margin just 
before it fell off and wiped out the poet’s account; 
but Gould's letter to Miller was as plain a bii of 
advice to buy only as an investment as could hsve 
been put on paper. A manarnsted a few years 
agu for threatening Gould as the author of bis mis- 
forfuues was ore of whom Gould had rever heard 
before. lam told that he failed to prosecu’e this 
fellow solely outof consideration for a helpless 
daughter of the prisoner, whom also he never raw, 
aud of whose distress he only heard through the 
po'ice detectives. Possibly Gould occasionally in- 
vests a little in charity of this kiod, as well as ia 
frievdship, jike that he dis»layed for the friend for 
whom he put $5 000,000 in the Ailanticand Pacific 
te.egraph venture 

JAY GOULD'S SON GEORGE,

1. He takesnoriskin iseuing them. They are 
simply his method of lendivg money at big inter 
ext. If one buys a privilege of him it is ata point 
or two above or below the ruling rate of the day 
and Sage at once buys the stock at the lowest price 
and holdsit until itis wanted. He takes wo risk 
of Joss in these transactions, but may make largely 
by fluctuations adverse to the purchaser of the 
privilege.

BLOOMFIELD ON COTTON. 


A REVERIE IN THE STREETS OF A 
CLASSIC CITY, 


The Progress ard Fai'ures ef Southern Co‘ton MI’). 
irg Enterpriecs—Inexperienecd Officers Im- 
posed Upon by Ineomprtent Assletants— 

—The Great Need of Eeovomyg. 


ATHENS. Ga., April19.—A day spent in this 
modern Athens, in which is revived to much that 
was characteristic ofits great original, cannot fail 
to suggest pleasant recolicctions. Here on these 
streets the wanderer can put himself in the pres- 
ence of the past, and let the images of men great 
in Georgian annals play pranks before his eyes 
such as would little elfins in dreamland. Howell 
Cobb might be seen om a Street corner, looking 
curiously into the future, wondering what it had 
in store for him. A sallow, studious youth, nam- 
ed Alexander H. Stephens, but recently from the 
country, is old even in his boyish garb, and does 
not look as if life had in store for him 
honors or years. A bright, buoyant, ruddy boy, 
Benjamin H. Hill, runs hurrying past, heart bent 
upon some juvenile pastime. Recklessand daring, 
caring neither for college rules nor the nerves of 
the ol’, Bob Toombs is such an one as is always in 
ascrape. George F. Pierce, thin, tall and pale, 
running up likea beanpole, but with eyes which 
sparkle with fire, looks as if he had taken firm hold 
of himself, and intended to be able to answer 
satisfactorily for ali he did. And thus the 
faces come up in review—faces of 
youth, but each bearing its distinctive mark of 
pain, exuberance or seif control. They are fol- 
lowed by others still as the years go by, until the 
college students of the actual present brush by, 
ana remind the dreamer that his acquaintances 
have grown old and passed away. Cobb, who had 
won the highest honors of poliiics and passed 
through the fiery ordeal of war, has passed from the 
stage, and sleeps peacefully at last. Hill had a 
whole nation es watcher by his sickbed, whose ad 
miration for hissublime suffering was only equalled 
by the interest with whict it had listened to his 
magic eloquence. Stephens, patient, plodding, 
reaching his prefermentin pain, and dyivg in the 
service of his state, led a Jife which exemplified 
workinits hardest colors. Toombs, what pen can 
give color to his stormy life, now left alone, and 
awaiting the final summons. Pierce, aged in years. 
but still young in reserved power, he did not draw 
upon age in youth, and still bas years of youthful 
vigor before him,

‘A book would scarcely enumerate them. I once 
had a dyer sent me from Philadelphia who did not 
know one dye from another. He went by the 
marks on the packages, and the receipts which he 
carried in his pocket. Ionce employeda loom 
supelintendent from Philadelphia, paid his ex 
penses, and wes forced tokeep him six months. 
He turned out te be nothing buta desiguer. They 
are employed to superintend the buildirg 
of a mill, and you never get throught paying for 
the mill. They take the draftingand drawing in of 
your plant, and you pay an egreed salary without 
knowing thatthey ere to receive commissions on 
every article purchased as well as on al) purchases 
made by letter. Many others make good superin- 
tendents, ; rovided there isan engineerin the officet 
and all the bosses know exactly how to conduc, 
their departments. lt is proper for me to state 
however. that I have reference to men who have 
come into our country as adventurers, who, 
hearing of our weakness, have come to take advan- 
tage of ourignorance. It does not have reference 
to men of long standing and tried ability, The 
presidents all have their home with us, and 
amore intelligent body of men would be hard to 
fiad, but many have only commenced to figure in 
this new business and it will not be strarge if some 
should provea little awkward. They heve to de- 
pend largely on the commission merchant and the 
cotton purchaser. One manufacturer toid me that 
there was just twelve cuts ‘aken from his yarn be- 
fore he could get the yarm to the factory where it 
was to be woven up,”’ 

“If the south has prospered under such unfavor- 


ablo circumstances, will not future good marage- ; 


ment insure great success?’’ 

“I feel perfectly sure that the south no longer 
holds those advantages which ullowed the most 
careless manegement to produce good results. We 
have lost all our margin on cotton.as I hold to day 
that New York is the best market in which to pur-

On leaving he 
sald he was sorry to leave, buthis duty to himself 
compelled him to accept a position at one dollar 
anda half a day, which was just seventy five 
cents more than 1 was paying him. I said I was 
serry 10 let him go, but noliving man could pay 
bina w dollar and a ha'fa day and allow himself to 
live. The factof the business isjustthis: I dread 
a thonsa.d times more a competitor who knows 
nothing avout his busiaces than one who knows

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A DEADLOCK THREATENED. 


Hetween the House and Senate onthe Naval Appro- 
priation ti1)l—HRandal Firm, 
Special to The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Onecf the mos! serious 
deadiocksforalong time is threateued on the 
naval appropriation bill. The trouble hes arisen 
over the action of the senate in tacki>g on Mr, 
Hale's steel cruiser biliand thus addivg over six 
million dollars to the house bill. In the senate a 
spirited debate was bed over this so called amend. 


ent, the Cemocrats contending that 
under the rules the bill could not 
be changed by the addition of 


such matter. Mr. Edmunds made some rulings on 
this pointof order which were severely critici-ed, 
but the republicans followed Mr. Hale and doc- 
tored the bill perfectly to his tasie and Joach 
Roach's Now the-house is to determine whether 
it will accept the senate’s Change of the bill.

The exXiravagani and 
purposeless expenditures of the navy department 
guring all the administraiivos since the war were 
fully exposedin the debate in the house. Mr. 
Rundali demonstrated thai fotirieen millions would 
be an ample appropriation, and though the repub- 
licans had clamoreu for more, thé bili finally passed 
in that shape with only a few dissent 
ing voles That discussion brought gut 
the real condition of the navy and proved the in 
capacity of the deparimen: to spend advantage 
ously the sum it asked. On the policy to be pur 
sued as to present naval appropriations the deimo 
crais spoke Clearly aad voted uuanimously, They 
will not be dri en by Mr. Hale and pis senate com- 
mitiee. If discussion of the question is again 
forced upou the democrats of the house they wiil 
show up the navy department yet more 
fuily. This now seems wunavoidabie, No 
comunittes of conference can bring 
the two houses together, as the senaie 
stolidiy demands the six millions more for steel 
cruireis aud the appropriatious committee of ihe 
house will mever agree to report it. The house 
wil disagree ‘othe sepateamendmentsand will 
iasist ou that disugreemeut. Lhe republioaus will 
take the partef their party friends in the seuate aud 
thus precipitate a partisan debate. It is easy to 
see that the democratic majo ity in the house has 
every advantage in the situation. It bas already 


voted an ampie appropriation for the 
actual needs of the navy. The republicans 


in the house have indorsed the bill asit went tothe 
seuate. ‘The demccratic leacers bave assericd that 
the pill must pass in that shape oruotaiai. The 
genate commites will not be able to stand the re-

We presentin the supplemental sheet of 
to-day’s impression of Tur ConstTITUTION 
some of the views of Mr. R. L. Bloomfield, 
of Athens, who 4s one of the most ex- 
perienced and successful of southern 
spinners; Mr. Bloomfield’s opinion and 
convictidéms are the result of experience and 
careful observation. We gather from what 
he says in regard to the condition of 
southern mills that the difticulty with which 
spinners have to contend is not bad manage- 
ment of the economies of the mills 
themselves, but a certain slipshod and 
haphazard way of putting their goods in 
the market. 

It must be admitted that the haphbezard 
method complained of—or, rather, of 
which a complaint is suggested— 
has not prevented the success 
the southern mills heretofore, but we have 
no doubt that it bas steod in the way of a 
more conspicious success. Thus the perfect 
success of a mill is the result of an accurate 
knowledge of the needs of the market and 
the adaptation of its products to those 
needs. 

it is no doubt true that southern spinners 
have heretofore depended for their success 
aimost entirely upon the advantages which 
their position gives them over their northern 

ivals, but the increase in the number of 
euthern wills brings new factors into the 
“eld. Henceforth the mill that is§most suc- 
cessful will be the one that not only reaps 
the advantages of its position and 
looks strictly after its economies, but adepts 
every pound of its products to some known 
need or demand. 

Tae time wili come when it will not be 
considered a difficult problem, or even a 
hardship, for southern mill men to 
manage as closely as those of New England; 
for in addition to the natural advan.

THE renewal of the Cuban struggle forindepend.- 
enoe revives pubdiic interest in the affairs of the 
beautiful and unfortunate zem of the Antines. 
At. preseucit is impossible to obtain anything like 
reliable information from the front. The Spanish 
authorities have control of all the telegraphic fa- 
cilities on the island, the newspapers, the lines of 
transportation, eic., and ail the news permitted to 
go abroad is submitted to a rigid ceusorshipon the 
part of the captain general and his 
subordinates. The proportions of the present 
outbreak, therefore, cannot be determined at this 
distance fromthe scene of action, and for some 
time tocome the outside world will remain com- 
pletely iu the dark, so far as the movements of 
General Aguero and his followers are concerned.

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THE BIG FROST OF 1849, 


An Interesting Siory of a VUold Saap Whieh Did 
Much Damage. 

The morning of the 16th April, 18419, is remem-~ 
bered by those who, like the writer, were old 
enough to realize the inconvenience it wrought, 
theacditiona! laborand expense it imposed, and 
who wore 80 CiIrCUTOStanced f#s to receive dee D and 
lasting its pression, vot onty asto its peculiar eold- 
ness 2d Gestrue liveness, but also as tothe extreme 
mildnessand summerlike temperature which for 
two months or more preceeded it. 

The writer of this, at the time, resided in south- 
west Georgia, then in its youngand virgin state as 
a planting region, From 1841, when he first knew 
the. counrty, tbe winters had been very short, in 
fact, there was then scarcely any weather from 
Octeber uatl April, such as is now experienced 
aud feltin that region, called winter. A few white 
frosts, with an occasional! thin sheet of ice on pud- 
dles in ex posed places, was about 
all Great difficulty was experienced 
in Curing meat by all except the most eareful.and 
painstaking among the population. And be it re- 
membered thatas to the ar‘icle of food then. the 
whole population depended upon the home sup- 
ply, sothat @ failure to get seasons to cure their 
meat Was quite a calamity to both producers and 
nonproducers, About the first of February, 1849 
the winter seemingly fled to parts unknown. and 
spring in all its freshness and beauty ‘ gud- 
denly burst upon the country. Those who 
were well up with their work commenced 
immediate preparation for planting. The indi- 
cations continuing fevorable, as evidenced by 
bursting buds, blooming fiowers, singing birds and 
leafy shades, all caught the infection and went te 
planting in good earnest, from the little kitehen 
gardener in town to the largest planter in the coun- 
try. The forwardnees of crops in each particular 
locality, of course, depended upon the diligence

Yesterday Dr. Henry J. Long, a well-known 
obysician of Gainesville, was brought to the 
city under charge of a Uniaed states marshal 
and is now in the custody of that officer and 
will so remain, at least, until to-morrow.

WATER FOR FIRES. 


The Imeurance Men Witness a Teast of the Fire De-« 
partment—What They Decided. 
Yesterday morning about eleven o’clock 


several insurance men called at the mayor's 
office and stated that they desired to see a 
test of the efficiency of the fire department 
with a view to adjusting insurance rates, 
Chief Ryan was sent for and was asked to 
call out the department and putfour streams 
on the five story building at the corner of 
Marietta and Broad streets. Mr. Ryan went 
to box 41, at the corner of Peachtree and Ma- 
rietta streets, and sounded the alarm. The 
reels were out at the first tap of the bell, and 
ina minnte and a half the streams were 
booming.® Three streams were put on the 
building, the water going ten feet aliove the 
roof and a fourth siream Was being rought 
when the occupants of the building com- 
plained that the rooms were being flooded 
and the firemen desisted. The exhiQition 
was ajywarvellous success and a turpmse to 
every one. The insurance men wera $¢ppa- 
rently much pleased. The committée of 
underwriters held a meeting and rep ted 
the following resolutions which were adopted 
by the meeting of the association last ngeht:

fireengines. Thereshould be four and twice 
that number of hose reels, with increase of 
number of firemen to thoroughly man them, 
We think the efficiency of the department 
would be promoied by the inauguration of a’ 
system of regular inspection and supervision 
by the board of fire masters. 

We would also repeat ourconviction of the 
great importance of the employment by the 
the city council of a building inspector and 
fire marshal as urged in our petition to them 
last year; whose duty it shail be to see that 
proper regulations shall be carried out in the 
constractions of buildings aud the protec- 
tion of property from fires within the city, 
and by whom the origin and circumstances 
of firesshball be investigated, and who sha!! 
be empowered by the city to prosecute in 
his discretion parties suspected of incendi- 
arism. The creation of such an office would 
save to the ci!y many times the costof the 
salary required. 
We recommend 
herein suggested be 


that the improvements 
urged upon the city 
councii, and that the co-operation of the 
chamber of commerce be invoked and tha 
to this end copies of this report be furnished 
by the secretary of 11s association to both of 
these bodies.

SEEING A CYCLONE. 
What the People Beyond the Hlue Ridgs Sew ofa 


Cycione Vlihbeut Bclegw in If, 


Mr. Frank Haralson, state librarian, who 
has just returned from a trip to the mountains, 
tells an interesting story of how a big cyclone 
afforded a grand entertainment for the peo- 
pie living in portions of Fannin, Union and 
other mountain counties. The cyclone which 
did such fearful damage on this side of the 
montain,seemed to bound over the Blue Ridge 
and getting at an elevation of what appeared 
to be half a mile rode across the heavens ip 
all the fury of its accustomed convulsions 
while all below was quiet and peaceful. The 
inhabitants were permitted the rare privilege 
of seeing the storin without feeling any of its 
dangerous emidraces. ‘They describe it as be- 
ing a terrific battle of the most awful looking 
clouds they ever saw, Cverspreading nearly 
the entire heavens. cyclone was in an 
incessant boil, the clouds lashing each other 
with fury and darting about as if jerked by 
some resistless force. An immense bank of 
cloud would sweep down with lightning like 
velocity, dart up again, balance itselffor a 
momentonthe edge of the cyclone, then be 
jerked into the whirling mass and be dashed 
into pieces. While this was going on it began 
to rain pine brush, boards, planks, bedding 
and every conceivable article of househoid 
furniture. in Fannin county, near Morgan- 
ton, Mr. Witliam Burt a featherbed., 
He saw it fall and picked itup. iu Gaddis- 
town, Union county, the peopie found all 
kinds of wearingapparel, and near Blairsville 
the bottom of a wagon body was found. On 
Gum Log mountain a large amount of fodder 
was found. Among other things picked up was 
the back of a Bibie. A iarge amount of lum- 
ber, cut by a circular saw, was found; this 
circumstsnce being remarkable vy the fact 
that there are no circular saws in ali that 
country. so that the lumber must have been 
blown a very great distance.

HE TOOK TOO MUCH, 
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Tennessee Lawyer to be Tried for Cellecting an 
Over Fat f’ension Fee. 

Sometime in the near future an interesting 
case will come up in the United States court 
in which a Tennessee atiorney, Mr. Edwin 
Stanton Delaney wiil be tried on a charge of 
collecting an exhorbitant fee from a client 
whose case he managed before the pension 
office. 

Section 5485 of the revised statutes of the 
United States provides that no attorney or 
agent, shall charge greater compensation for 
his services in prosecuting aclaim before the 
pension Office than ten dollars, except by 
specia' contract when it may be as much as 
$25. Kdwin Stanton Delaney, ot Est Ten- 
nessee, contracted with Willham H. Jones, of 
Ringgold, Catoosa county, Georgia, to prose- 
cute for kim a claim for a pension. The 
agreement was that he was to have fifteen 
per cent of the amount recovered. This 
contract was entered into in 1867. The pen- 
sion was allowed Jones in 1883, tothe amount 
of about $1,200. Delaney called upon Jones 
at his home and demanded the fifteen per 
cent according to agreement. Jones declined 
paying the amount but compromised by 
paying Delaney $75, which was $65 in excess 
of the fees allowed by law. It appeared that 
Delaney had abandoned the case and the 
pension wassecured by another attorney. 

The matter came to the attention of the 
pension office, and wes placed in the hands 
of the court officers here for prosecution. 
Delaney was indicted at the last term of the 
court and his case will come up for trial in 
the near future. Jones receives the pension 
for injuries received in the service of the 
government in the late war.

BY FARMERS. 


Reclaiming a Sandy Soil—The Mullin Piant— Early 
Cabbage—The Native Cow—Coneernir « 
Drains ge— Notes, Ete. 
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RECLAIMING A SANDY 
sandy soils are easily worked, they are for 
that reason apt tobe more rapidly and en- 
tirely exhausted by cultivation than those of 
firmer texture. The coarse clods into which 
clay soils compact are the veto which nature 
puts on exhaustive cropping. Long before 
fertility is exhausted such soils get into con- 
dition where allowing them to lie in grass 
and slowly recuperate is the only profitable 
course. But in lighter soils there is no ob- 
struction to the roots of plants which range 
80 freely tha: unless very carefully manegsd 
they soon become entirely exhausted. Lack 
of vegetable matier is the most dangerous, as 
itis the most common symptom of this ex- 
haustion. So long as a due proportion of 
loam exists, clover and other green crops can 
be grown and the fertility maintained. Much 
depends upon the subsoil. If this is reten- 
tive it prevents rapid or entire exhaustion, 
while if the subsoil is also leachy the case is 
more difficult, and unless location gives a 
special value to the land its profitable work- 
ing is almost hopeless. 
In determining what mav be profitably 
done to reclaim any land, its probable value 
after rvciam xtion is a most important consid- 
eration. Near large cities or where unusual 
facilities cif-r for marketing produce, more 
money may be expended than would be war- 
ranted in localities where the best land can 
be bought fora merely nominal sum, The 
first thing to be done 1s to get a crop of some 
kind that may be turned under as green ma- 
nure. But where sandy soil has been run so 
that the vegetable matter has gone, clover 
will not catch, or if it does it will be so quick- 
ly dried out thatthe soil receives no benefit,: 
Something with larger seed, making more 
vigorcus growth, is needed. Buckwheat and 
Hungarian grass will make some growth on 
land so poor that clover would be an entire 
failure. Jf any manure can be secured, it 
should be spread thinly ever the surface at 
seeding time. Little and often is the rule in 
manuring sandy soil—little only beeause to 
secure large amounts of inanure for any con- 
siderable area is impossible, 
Growing corn for sciling and for winter 
feed is the second step in reclaiming sandy 
soils. Stock must be kep!, and of all soils 
sand is least adapted to pusturing. With a 
little fertiiizer to give the plan's an early 
start good corn may be grown On compara- 
tively poor sandv soil, A large part of its 
substance will becarbonic acid gas taken by 
the jeaycs from the atmosphere. If this is 
carefully saved. the soil will gradually in- 
crease in the amount of vegetable matter 
that it contains. 
As far as possible, sandy soils should be 
protected from severe winds, A belt of trees 
on the windward tide will be a great advoen- 
tage, and in jocalities where a good market 
exisis for fruit, some portion of the farxa 
shouid be set to them. With occasiona! 
greem manuring, and the use of al! the coarse 
feed grown va the farm for stock, only min- 
eral fertiiizers neea be bought, and these not 
in large amouuts. In some places farmers 
find that phosphates are of liit'e benefit, bu 
po tash is almost always useful. The value 
of these commercial fertilizerscan, however, 
only be determined by experiment in each 
localiry. 
If athin sod covers the ground to be re- 
claimed, it should be plowed under very 
lightly so as nvt to bury beyond reach tue 
sinall amount of vegetable matter that it con- 
tains. ‘ve argument for deep plowing that 
it pulyerizes tue subsoil, does not hola good 
on land whose failingis in being too porous. 
W bere little vegetable matter exists there is 
all the greater reason for keepiry it concen- 
trated and within reach of the rovis of plan's 
Many years ago practical faroiers protesied 
vigurously againsc the mischievous effecis of 
deep plowing on their saudy suils. Experi 
ence has adundantiy confirmed their upin- 
ion, and theories have generally been 
changed to conform with it,

THE Mvu.iuein PLant.—A vigorous mullein 
will produce as many as 600,000 seeds, enougi 
to stuck an eighty-acre farm, with a few to 
spare to the neighbors, 
Mulleins are pre-eminently weeds of old 
pastures. and seldOm is there an untidy 
farmer but that yearly crops of muileins 
with their stalks persistent through winter, 
advertise his shiftlessness. But were every 
farmer tidy, there are still enougu unkempt 
roadsides and commons to ¢effuord them per- 
menent foothold. The commoa mullein has 
been at be heels of man for ages. It was 
widely distributed when our oldest records 
were written. It is now common all over 
Europe and temperate Asia to the Caucasus, 
Altai and Hymalaya, in northern Africa, 
America, and some Pacific islands. It early 
fund its way to New England, Josselyn, in 
1672, mentions ‘“‘muilein wiih the white 
fiswer,” which probably refers to our ordi 
vary jarge mullein, aithough iis flowers gre 
noimal.y light yeliow. Two oiher species of 
muileip are more or Jes3commoen throughout 
the country, butali three have yeilow tlowers, 
occasionaily yarying to white. Two ot these, 
tbe common ser. abd the moth mauiiein, 
were Known to Catiler in 1786. The iatter 
was coufined to roddsides in Lynn, wuile the 
former was ‘‘common in o!d fields.’ Cuuer 
wrote of the planis of Massachusetts, as did 
also Jesselyn, and no doubt the laiter referred 
to the common muliein, which a buudred 
years later had taken toits habit of usurping 
pasture Jands. Pursh found it in abuadance 
in New York in 1807. In 1876, ur shortly be- 
fore, it reached Califorzia, 
In common with all plants which have 
long been companions of man, mulilein bas 
an interesting history. its wand like stalks 
early attracted the attenlion of witches, in 
whose surceries ii became a potent insiru- 
ment. A record of these weird old incanta- 
Lions is supposed to exist in the name Hag- 
taper applied to the plant in north European 
countnes, The ancient Greeks saw other 
virtues inthe plant. Its leaves are said to 
have been used by them as lamp-wicks. The 
Romans eailed the plant Canveiiria, and ap- 
plied iis dried stalke in suet to burn for fu- 
peral turcbes, The old Eoglish names Hig 
taper and High-taper may reter to a similar 
use of the piant, alimouga some autoaors 
would derive those nam: s irom the northern 
Hag-iaper. Our word muliein is said to have 
come iudirectiy from the Latin malandre, a 
disease of cattie which the plant was sup 
posed to cure. The oid French name is 
waien, Gerarde, however, calls the plant 
muilein, or woolien, which reminds one that 
the woully jeaves may have had something 
to do with the msking of the name. The 
Latin origin, bowever, recalls many historic 
i.cidents regarding the use of the mu'lein as 
a medicine, 4 use Commemorated in the old 
name buliock’s langwort. Aside from its use 
in pulmouary and other diseases of cattle, it 
was also in great repute for the sick room. 
Gerarde epumeraies several preparations 
made from muilein which were supposed to 
be potent in many diseases. Phillip Miller, 
a century since. advises this use of the piant: 
“A pint of cow's mijk with a bandfal of the 
leaves boiled in it to haif a pint, sweetened 
with sucar, sirained and taken at Dedtime, is 
a pleasant emoilient aud nutritious medicine 
ior alieying a cough, and more particularly 
for taking oif the pain and irritation of the 
piles.” The jeaves have a bitterisb and mu- 
tasie,and a decoction of them is 
still used in domestic practice, especially for 
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roubles. Decoctions of the leaves are said 
to afford emollients for the hardening of 
tumors, and in other external applications.

The seed will spring up very soon if good, and 
the bed should be watered with a sprinkler 
whenever required, tepid water being pre- 
ferred. During fine weatherthe plants may 
be exposed to the open air by removing the 
top of the frame, but they should be covered 
as soon as the evening comes on, in order not 
to check theirgrowth. Young cabbage plants 
are comparatively hardy, but should be treat- 
ed tenderly until they are large enough for 
transplanting. In transplanting, always en- 
deavor to take up the whole plant (roots and 
earth) without damage, and daw them only 
in sufficient numbers as may be necessary at 
the time. When placing them in the ground, 
set them deep, and if water be use| pour it 
around the roots, covering with earth, and 
not over the surface. The rowsshould be one 
vard apart, and the plants the same distance 
from each other. Cabbage plants must be 
kept clean, and the oftener they are culti- 
vated the better. In fact, it is a erop that 
cannot receive too muchcultivaiion. Plenty 
of manure should be used, owing to the 
plants being very gross feeders, and in order 
to get them early the forcing should be ex- 
tended to the field as well as the hotbed. 
There are a great many early varieties to se- 
lect from, the Jersey Wakefield being among 
the best. Cabbage should not be set out on 
locations previously occupied by a similar 
crop. 
THE Native Cow.—We commend the fol- 
lowing remarks in regard tothe native cow: 
The old man 
—Who had a cow, 
But bad no hay to give her, 
Continued saying unto her, 

“Consider, cow, consider!”’ 
But it isa rare thing to see che case reversed, 
and to findaman who considers the case of 
the cow! Therefore, ‘‘these few lines’ from 
the McKenzie (Tenn ) Tri-county News are 
the most refreshing, 
‘‘A great deal is being said of late about 
graded cattle, and while we would not lay a 
straw in the way cf the progress in fine dairy- 
cow breeders, and have not a word to say 
against the Jersey or the Sbort-horn, we do 
protest egainst the constant revilement of our 
native cow, No animal on the farm is treated 
worse. Struggling among weeds in almost 
grassless pastures, furnishing blood for flies, 
in the blazing heat of summer, and subject: to 
hail, snow, sieet, rain and north winds during 
winter, she still survives, ever paiient, re- 
turning good for evil, Putthe native cow 
under treatment similar ta thet received by 
her foreign cousin ard in our opinion we 
would not have.so much room to complain. 
To say the leest, if our farmers wo are not 
able, as they think, to purchase the yrided 
cattle, wouid give the native cow goul aiten- 
tion, good pastures througa the summer, and 
warm quarters and pleniy of roughness 
through ibe winter months, they wou'd soon 
be abie, if they wished, to buy a fine grade of 
cattle. The way cur farmers treat their cattle 
it is a wonder they have anyatali. ‘Tbe Jer 
sey, the Short horn, the Ayrshire or the Hol- 
stein would not be famoug long under similar 
treatment,” 
ConcerRwine DRAINAGE.—It is stated that 
‘ail lauds ucderlaid by clay, rock or other 
impervious material need draining. What 
is to be gained by under-drainage? The sur- 
face of the water iu the soil is lowered. Tne 
roots Gf the cereais and grasse3 muy penetrate 
us far as the surface of the water, but never 
into it. Jt is necessary to draw the water off 
to such a depth as will give the ruo's of grew- 
ing crops plenty of room to reach cownwar¢d 
for that nourishment that is necessary to thir 
growth. Ifthe water isonly. one foot from 
the surface, the roots of plants have on'y that 
amount of sei! from which to gather nourish- 
ment, with the aisadvantage of having their 
feet wet by capillary attraction. Oaly aquatic 
plants grow well with their feet in tne water. 
fhe lowering the water below the surface pre- 
vents a large amount of evaporation and its 
effect in cooling the soil. Tue water being 
removed, air aud warmtb are admitted to th 
seil. Drained Jands are for this reason ready 
for planting at least one weex earlier in the 
spring. Thegrowthof crops is quickened 
turough the sauimer by the increased tem- 
perature of the soil, which amounts to several 
degrees, and the injurious effect of early frosts 
are prevented in the same manuer. Crops 
are, therefore, given an increased period in 
which to make their growth of at least two 
weeks.”’ 
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NOTES. 


PREPARATIONS AGAINST DRoUGHT.—There Is rare- 
ly a season when atsome time the crops do net 
suffer from lack of moisture. Tosome extent the 
damage from these droughts may “be prevented. 
Thorough subsciling will allow more water to be 
absorbed by the scil, and if thorough drainage is 
added the fertile area wiil be deepened for the 
roots of crops to feed in. 


SomS GRAPES: are not much attacked by 
phylioxera. This is especially true of the northen 
wild frost grapes, Or viiis riparia. Upon such 
varieties other varieties may be grafted. The fol- 
lowing are good hardy sorts upon which to graft: 
Concord, Ciinton, Hervevont, Cunningham, 
Nortois, Virginia, Rentz, Cyuthiana and especiaily 
all varicties af the wild species mentioned. 


Dry FEED FoR YoUNG CHICKENS.—Many young 
chickeus are killed by beg fed toomuch wa'‘er 
wiih their meal. and especially if corn meal is fed, 
which is very concentrated fuod. The wet masses 
are compacted in the stomach, so that they cannot 
be well digested. Ifcorn is fed, it is better for 
young chickens if broken into small pieces and i-d 
dry, but wheat without breaking is better still. 


MANURING IN THE HILL before p'anting for melons 
and other vegetables is often un«afe. But little 
mapure should be used, and then it suould he 
thoroughly mixed with the soil. If appired in 
quantity, and especially ifputin a lump it soon 
dries out, unless it is very thoroughiy decomposed 
Some manures are too stroug for young plaats.

We 
doubt whether egricultural chemistry is exact 
enough to detect this byan average auvelysis, and 
therefore conclude that soil analysis ia pot as 
definite and infallible a guide as some agricultural 
writers would bave us think. 


TESTING SEEDs —Before garden or field seeds are 
sown in quantities itisa good plan to test them. 
They will eften be found to be worthless or only 
par iaily good, and much timeand vexation may 
be saved by testing before the planting in done. 
To test seeds, do not plant them. Not infrequent- 
ly the conditions of the suil and its temperature 
prevent good seeds from germinating, and this is 
especially tru2 when they are put in boxes in the 
house. Without a greenhouse or hot bed a regular 
temperature and an even amount of moisture can 
noteasily be secured. A good plan is to place 
seeds between damp pieces of flannel, and keep 
them as nearly uniform in temperature as possitie. 
The seeds can be examined any number of times, 
and the proeess isclean!y and convenient. If seeds 
were texted, much vexation and doubt in many 
waysmight be spared. It might often be found 
that good seeds fail to germinate when planted 
out, and the causes of the failure discovered.

How To TELL 4 GOop Cow.—Many persons select 
cows from their knowledge ofa single indication 
denoting quality, but it is claimed that the beat 
sign for richness of milk is deep orange color in- 
side the ears. Suchis said to be infallibie, but 
there are accompanying points that assist the ex- 
pert in making his selection from a number. After 
examining the ears, feel the skin on the rump 
aud observe that it shoul? be soft, velvety and, 
easily fal’sagaia to its pcsition when the hand is 
removed. The hair should be fine and silky, with 
& yellowish east underneath. The miik veins 
should be very promiuent, uniform, and the ud- 
der well balanced, extending ful’ to the rear, and 
well forward in front to the main milk ducts that 
exienud alovg the belly. The boxes should be fine, 
the eye mild aud expressive, the body showinga 
tendency to avuid accumulating fat, the teats even 
and at regular iutervals, with the escutuh¢con well 
defined, dandruff beiug easily rubbed therefrom, 
and the cow should give indications of being a 
good feeder.

K ERC SENE Will make a tin kettle or coffee pot as 
bright as new.

TO REMOVE STARCH or rust from flat irons, have 
apiece of yellow beeswax tied ina coarse cloth; 
wheu the iron is almost hot enough to use, but not 
quite, rub it quickly with the beeswax and then 
clean with a coarse cloth oron sand paper. 


NOTHING IS BETTER to clean silver with than 
alcohol and ammonia; afier rubbing with this take 
a little whitening or a soft cloth and polish in this 
way; even frosted silver, which is so difficult to 
clean, may be easily made clean aud bright. 


Do NoT LET knives be droppedinto hot water. It 
is a g00d plan to Lave a large tin pot to wash them 
in, just high enough to wash the blades without 
weitiug the handles. Keep your castors covered 
wiih blotting paper and green flannel. Keep your 
Salt spoons out of the saltand ciean them often, 
Waen ivory bandled knives turn yellow, rubthem 
with nice sand paper or emery; it will take off all 
the spots and resture their whiteness.
